WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (/P)— Prciitlcnt Truman ended to- 
day the period of hostilities of World war 11. 

Ho left intact, however, the states of cmcrffcncy declared 
by the late President Roosevelt before the United States went 
to war and ho oaid that today's action does not end "the otatc 
of war itself." 

Recommendations will ro to congress in the near future, 
Mr, Truman told a news conference .with respect to cancclIlnB 
the national emergency and ending the state of war. 
His proclamation ending hoatilities, effective at noon to- 
day, did erase from the ata-
